As soon as the chopping started the 
fish moved back to the channel. The

MANY WOMEN ARE 
HEADS OF SCHOOLS 


495 County aud Four State 
Superintendents Be­ 
long to Gentle 
Sex 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 28.— There 
are in this country, 495 women coun­ 
ty and four state superintendents of 
education, according to the United 
States bureau of education. 
In some states women appear 
to 
have almost a monopoly of the high­ 
er positions in the public school sys­ 
tem. 
Wyoming has a woman state 
superintendent; the deputy state sup­ 
erintendent is a woman; and of the 
fourteen counties in the state, all but 
one are directed educationally by wo­ 
men. 
In Montana, where there are 
thirty counties, only one man is re­ 
ported as holding the position 
of 
county superintendent. 
The increase in the number of wo­ 
men county superintendents is most 
conspicuous in the west, but is not 
confined to that section. 
New York 
reports 42 women “district superin­ 
tendents.” as against 12 “school com­ 
missioners'’ in 190u. 
Other states 
showing marked increases are: Iowa, 
from 13 in 1900 to 44 In 1912; Kan­ 
sas, from 20 in 1900 to 4 9 in 1912; 
Nebraska, from IO to 4 2 in the same
